Compared to last week: Feeder lambs under 80 Ibs sold sharply lower with most sales 20.00-40.00 lower. Feeder lambs 80-109 Ibs sold 7.00-
15.00 higher, lambs over 110 Ibs were too lightly tested to develop an accurate market trend, steady undertones were noticed. Demand was
stronger this sale than last. Traditional lamb feeders returned to the market this week and were active in purchasing lambs to feed. Farmer
feeders were also active in buying lambs to turn back out on grass or run on beet tops. Traditional lamb buyers were looking for very high
quality lambs and passed on plain or average quality lambs. Slaughter lambs were not tested this week as buyers tried to buy lambs lower and
were unwilling to push the market to fill orders. No lambs sold to slaughter buyers this week. Slaughter ewes sold on light to moderate
demand for light offerings. Good fleshed ewes sold with the best demand this week. Good ewes were too lightly tested to develop an
accurate market trend, however higher undertones were noticed. Utility ewes were too lightly tested to develop an accurate market trend,
lower undertones were noticed. Quality today was average to attractive. Slaughter kids were scarcely tested this week as this sale featured
lambs. Supply included: 92% Feeder Sheep/Lambs (100% Lambs); 8% Slaughter Sheep/Lambs (86% Ewes, 14% Bucks); 0% Slaughter Goats
(100% Kids).
